DETAILED ACTION 

Status of Claims 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14, including the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an 
Office action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). 
Since this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on February 12, 
2010 has been entered. Claims 1-3 and 5-8, filed July 2 nd , 2009, are currently under 
examination. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted February 12 th , 2010 is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97. Accordingly, the information disclosure 
statement has been considered by the examiner. Please refer to applicants' copy of the 
1449 form submitted herewith. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-3 and 5-8 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

4. The examiner stands by the previous Reasons for Allowance stated in the 
Notice of Allowance mailed November 5 th , 2009. The following statement includes 
reasons why claims 1-3 and 5-8 are also patentable over the references filed in the IDS 
mailed February 12 th , 2010: 
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Art Unit: 1793 

None of the cited references disclose methods of treating a heat affected zone in 
a welded joint using an ultrasonic vibration tool having either the claimed pin diameter 
or oscillation amplitude. Furthermore, none of the cited references discloses methods 
which result in, or would be reasonably be expected to result in the claimed 
microstructural changes regarding the average longitudinal axis of crystal grains to a 
depth of at least 2 mm from the surface of the treated workpiece. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
